A Great Demonstration Ex- 
pected in Dublin. 



ARRANGEMENTS ALL COMPLETE. 



The Followers of the Dead Leader Show 
No Sign of Holding Out the Olive Branch 
of Peace, and Prospects Are Not Very 
Favorable for the Reunion of the Two 
Irish Factions — other Foreign News. 

London, Oct. 10.— All indications 
point to the Parnell funeral as one of 
the greatest demonstrations that Dublin 
will ever have witnessed. The atory of 
the grief of Parnell's aged mother has 
excited deep sympathy, and the Par- 
nellite leaders who are in charge of the 
funeral arrangements say that, if any 
provision could have been made to let 
the mother have a last look at her son, 
it would have been done so, but that, 
even if she were here now it would have 
been difficult, owing to the rapid change 
in the remains. 

Meantime the condition of Mrs. Par- 
nell occasions grave anxiety, and her 
brother, General Sir Evelyn Wood, who 
has not had anything to do with her for 
some time, partly owing to the divorce 
scandal, and partlv to disputes about the 
property of Lady Wood, sent a message 
today, inquiring as to her health. Her 
eldest daughter is in constant attendance 
upon her, and ia hereself worn almost 
illness by the ordeal of the past few 
day*. 

u* Parnellite members of parliament 
ha ve so far flocked together, and show 
no signs of holding out an elive branch. 
At present, judging from Irish advices, 
the Parnellite cause is on the high tide 
of popularity, and the followers of the 
departed chief have been urged by tele- 
grams from many quarters to maintain 
their identity as the national representa- 
tive body. While as yet nothing de- 
cisive has been said, and there will be 
no formal action until after the funeral, 
the prospects are not favorable to re- 
union. 

Republiran Movement In Norway. 

London. Oct. 10. —Advices from Chris- 
tiana, Norway, say that matters there 
are assuming an alarming appearance. 
The people are every day becoming more 
irritated against Sweden, and deter- 
mined to assert complete .separation 
from that country. The sentiment in 
favor of declaring Norway a republic ia 
not founded on agitation among the 
lower ^classes, but is widely entertained 
by the wealthy resident* of Norway. 
These are extremely democratic, as a 
rule, both in their ideas and manners of 
living, and they are tired even of the 
comparatively democratic kingcraft of 
the present reigning family of Sweden 
and Norway. The Swedes have already 
resolved to keep Norway by force of 
anna, if necessary, and a considerable 
body of troops is ready to enter Norway 
at any time. 

A King's Funeral. 

Stuttgart, Oct. 10.— The funeral of 
King Carl of Wurtemberg, took place 
at 10 o'clock vesterday. A memorial 
service was held in the marble room. 
Beside the coffin were the insignia of 
royalty. At the conclusion of the ser- 
vice the body was taken to the old oastle 
of the kings of Wurteinberg, emblems 
of mourning being every where displayed 
in Stuttgart. Upon arrival at the old 
castle the body was conveyed to the 
chapel, and the court chaplain preached 
the sermon, after which the body was

London. Oct. 10.— Dispatches dated 
September 27, received here from 
Amoy, the seaport town of China on 
the island of the same name, province 
of Fo Kien, nearly opposite the center 
of the island of Formosa, announce that 
there has been serious rioting forty 
miles from the town of Amoy. The 
population of Amoy, amounting to 300,- 
000 people, is in a state of great excite- 
ment. The riot was caused by fiscal 
abuses. Several mandarins and other 
officials were killed by the rioteis. The 
riots, as these dispatches were aent, had 
been quelled. 

Sensational Political Posters. 

Cork. Oct. in.— Large posters have 
been placarded on wills, fences and 
other places throughout the city. The 
placards huve wide black bordera, and 
bear the words: "Murdered to please 
Englishmen." together with fereea de- 
nouncing the McCarthyites and The 
United Ireland articlee, declaring that 
Parnell was murdered, and imploring 
the people to remain tranquil. The 
posters are stirring up much excitement. 

The Freeman's Journal and United 
Ireland bqjh denounce this placarding 
as an attempt to incite disorders. 

Chicago to Have an Association Club. 

Chicago, Oct. 10.— After a great deal 
of preliminary talk the American Asso- 
ciation yesterday made its first move 
towards placing an Association club in 
this city. The secretary of state yester- 
day issued articles of incorporation to 
the Association Base Ball Club of Chi- 
cago, with a capital stock of $50,000. 
The incorporators are given as Charles 
E. Rollins. Malcolm McDonald, Jr., and 
W. S. Johnson. 

Blaine Will Tote at Home. 

New York, Oct. 10.— The special die- 
patch from Washington to The Mail 
and Express says it 1b stated, on au- 
thority of one of Secretary Blaine's 
friends, that his return will be delayed 
until after the November election.

TYPESE TTING CO NTEST. 

A 11* Days Test of Four of the Latest 
Leading Machines. 

Chicago, Oct. 10.— A special com- 
mittee of the American Newspaper Pub- 
lishers' association, consisting of Colonel 
Frederick Driscoll, of the St. Paul Pio- 
neer Press, E. U. Woods, of the Boston 
Herald, and Major W. J. Richards, of 
the Indianapolis News, will conduct a 
typesetting machine contest during the 
coming week in the Chicago Evening 
Post building. The machines which will 
compete are the Mergenthaler Linotype, 
the Rogers Tvpograph. the McMillan 
Typesetting machine, and the St. John 
Tvpe-Bar. 

Commencing Monday. Oct. 12, the 
test will continue privately for six days, 
and for one week thereafter, commenc- 
ing Monday, Oct. 19, the machines will 
be on exhibition to the public and news- 
paper men everywhere. Newspaper 
proprietors and publishers in all parts of 
the country manifest great interest in 
the contest, the first of the kind ever 
held, and it is expected that a large 
number of publishers will take advan- 
tage of the opportunity to see the vari- 
ous machines at work together and 
make comparison as to their relative 
merits. 

To assist them in their work the com- 
mittee will have with them the re- 
apec.ive foremen of their composing 
rooms, and the capacity of the machines 
for superseding the work of setting type 
by h:;wl will be thoroughly investi- 
gated . At the same time there will be 
exhibited also a new method of stereo- 
typing known as the cold stereotyping 
process, whereby plates are made with 
a rapidity never before attained and 
without heating the type. It is proba- 
ble that other mechanical appliances of 
interest to newspaper men will also be 
exhibited. 

Trainmen'* Deliberations. 

Galesburg. Ills., Oct. 10.— The board 
of railway trainmen's convention con- 
sumed the entire day in trying to settle 
on a committee to examine the books 
and accounts of the grand secietary and 
treasurer, ana it was not until late in 
the afternoon that any conclusion was 
arrived at. The committee consists of R. 
S. Bodman, a member of the old board: 
S. C. Young, one of those appointed by 
Qrand Master Wilkinson, and R. I. 
Powers. The committee will commence 
its labors at once. The Northwestern 
trouble will be the next special order. 

Mrs. Parnell III. 

BORDENTOWN, N. J., Oct. 10. — Mrs. 
Delia T. S. Parnell, mother of the late 
great Irish leader, ts gravely ill. She 
nao been prostrated ever since the newa 
was received of her sou's death. It is 
feared that the blow has been too great 
for her and that her mind is unbalanced. 
This morning she got up from her bed 
and in a greatly excited mauner declared 
ahe was going to New York where ahe 
would sail for Ireland for the purpose of 
seeing her beloved son. She was in a 
highly hyeterical state and a physician 
was hastily summoned. 

I.aat Day ef the Races. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Oct. 10.— The 
races ended with darkness and with the 
beat event of the week. The event of 
the day was the free-for-all pace carried 
over from Thursday, in which the fast- 
est seven heats ever gone in a race were 
made. During the afternoon Del March, 
driven by Budd Doble, lowered his 
record from 2:12 to 8:11 1-2. The quarter 
was done in 33 seconds, the half in 1 :0i>, 
the three-quarters in 1 :88 1-4. and the 
mile in 2:111-2. All the stables were 
shipped last night to Lexington. 

Making Woy for a Railroad. 

Columbus, Ind., Oct. 10.— A special 
meeting of the city council was held last 
night and right of way granted t>><* Pitts- 
burg, Cincinnati, Chicago and St. Louis 
railway to build their tracks around the 
west and south sides of the city, and a 
number of parts of streets and alleys va- 
cated for their use, in order to give them 
track and yard room to move their yard 
tracks and switches out of the center of 
the city. Work on the new improve- 
ments began this morning. 

Largest Pearl Ever Fouad. 

Martinsville, Ind., Oct. 10.— J. W. 
Tarleton, of this city, is exhibiting a 
pearl which he found in White river, 
one mile west of here, a few days ago. 
The pearl weighs two and one-half pen- 
nyweights, and is computed to be worth 
$300. It is oval shaped and is not exact- 
ly perfect. It ia said by an expert to be 
the largest pearl e ver found. 

Mysterious Disappearance Explained. 

Chicaoo, Oct. 10.— Mra. Dr. Bern- 
hardt, the wife of the well known oculist, 
who suddenly disappeared from the 
heme of her husband two or three days 
ago, has been found. She has been 
apending the last few days with Mrs. 
Rogers, an intimate friend of her'a, and 
owing to illness was unable to let any 
one know where she waa. 

Pitstoftice Robbed. 

Hartford, Oct. 10.— The postoffice at 
Suffield, Conn., was robbed of $T>0 and a 
quantity of postage stamps by burglars, 
who blew open the safe and who also 
took a number of gold watches belong- 
ing to a jeweler, in whose store the office 
ia located. A lady living near aaw the 
burglars at work,- but was too fright- 
ened to give the alarm. 

Colored Couple Elope. 

London, O.. Oct. 10.— An elopement 
in cultured colored circle, created a aen- 
aation here yesterday. Miss Minnie 
Jenkina, a refined colored girl and grad- 
uate of the London high school, eloped 
with Rev. T. F. Williams, pastor of the 
African Methodist church. They went 
to Fort Wavne, Ind. 

Testing- Kentucky's Constitution. 

Frankfort, Oct. 10.— Walter Evans, 
believed to represent the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad, filed suit to have the 
new constitution annulled un the 
grounds that over one hundred changes 
were made after it had been voted upon. 
It ia generally believed that the consti- 
tution will staud.

An Extra Bulletin Issued from 
the Census Office. 



EDUCATIONAL STATISTICS. 



Returns Made from Private and Paro- 
chial Schools More Complete Than Ever 
Reported to That Office— A Subject of 
Almost National Interest — Dispatches 
from the Nntlonal Capital. 

Washington, Oct. 10.— The census bu- 
reau haa issued an extra bulletin on ed- 
ucation as a summary of statistics here- 
tofore published, but bringing returns 
of private and parochial schools up to 
July 1, 1891, and giving parochial schools 
by states and by communions, not before 
ehoWu in any cenaus. 

The total school enrollment for the 
United States reported July 1, 18!) I. 
was c lose to 14.S20.000; the total public 
school enrollment, including about 65,- 
000 in universities, schools for training 
teachers and so on, nearly 17,301.000; in 
private schools and in parochial not far 
from 780,000 each. 

A table gives the national population 
and school enrollment of each decade 
from 1810, when the first educational 
census was taken, showing a gain of 
population from 18,j0 to 1870 of 60.26 per 
cent; from 1870 to 1890 of 62.41 per 
cent. ; of school enrollment from 1850 to 
1870 of 97.94 i»r cent.; from 1870 to 1890 
of 97.21 per cent., indicating nearly the 
same relations of population and school 
enrollment in each period, notwithstand- 
ing great local changes meantime. 

The relations of white and colored at- 
tendance in the south fill two tables, in- 
dicating that 21.68 per cent, of the 
white and 18.56 per cent, of the colored 
population were enrolled in school in 
the census year, while the gain over 
1880 was 45.91 per cent, for the white, 
and 61.58 per cent, for the colored. 

Eleven communions are given as 
maintaining parochial Bchools, the 
Catholics having more than twice as 
many pupils as all others, and the 
Lutherans about one-fifth of the whole 
number. 

A table presents the public and pri- 
vate schools grouped as superior, sec- 
ondary and elementary, given as sug- 
gestive rather than authoritative, in the 
present condition of school records. 
Public schools apparently have about 
twelve times as many elementary pupils 
aa private schools; are close to the pri- 
vate schools in secondary pupils, and 
have less than half aa many in superior 
instruction as private institutions. 

Returns received since this bulletin 
was prepared will add considerably to 
private and parochial enrollment and 
modify the classification in some de- 
gree. 

Destitution in Alaska. 

Washington, Oct. 10.— In a report to 
the treasury department on the revenue 
steamer Bear in the Arctic ocean, dated 
Ounalaska, Alaska, Sept. 17, Captain 
M. A. Heal}', commanding the vessel, 
says that they found many cases of des- 
titution among settlers from the whaling 
fleet in the vicinity of Point Hope. 

The schooner Silver Wave, of San 
Francisco, was wrecked on Point Frank- 
lin in October, 1890, and her crew were 
su cured at the station until spring. 
Captain Healy says whulebone resem- 
bles specie in value, and he recommends 
government protection to the industry of 
securing it. The report that the crew.s 
of thiee vessels were killed at Herschel 
island, Captain Healy believes to be uti- 
true. Many natives were found in des- 
titution, caused largely, Captain Healy 
believes, by the refusal of the govern- 
ment to allow them to hunt with fire- 
arms, their spears being of little useaince 
the wild animals have become so shy. 
Several school houses were established in 
places visited by the Bear. 

Captain Healy says that the introduc- 
tion of reindeer in Arctic country will do 
much to improve the condition of tne 
people, the deer being available as food, 
clothing and traffic. 

Indian Schools Visited. 

Washington, Oct. 10. — Dr. Dorches- 
ter, the superintendent of Indian schools, 
in his report to the commissioner of In- 
dian affairs, says that he had made 163 
visits to schools in different agencies. In 
his estimates of the progress of Chriatain- 
izing the Indiana in the Dakotas, Dr. 
Dorchester aays that from church au- 
thorities he learned that the Roman 
Catholic church Indian population in 
these two states is 34,000, while from 
10,500 to 11,000 are of other denomina- 
tions. 

Iron Ore Bulletin. 

Washington. Oct. 10.— The census of- 
fice has made public a bulletin in rela- 
tion to iron ore. It shows that the quan- 
tity of iron ore produced in the United 
States during the year 1889 to have been 
14,518,041 long tons, valued at $33,351.- 
S78, an average of $2.80 per ton. Tue 
four leading states were Michigan, Ala 
bama, Pennsylvania and New York, ag- 
gregating 10,384,408 tons or 70.40 p*r 
cent, of the total product. Capital in- 
vested. $109,766 ,109. 

Mexican Concession. 

Washington, Oct. 10.— The Mexican 
government has iust granted a conces- 
sion for a standard gr.uge railway about 
350 miles long from the City of Mexico 
to a town on the Pacific coast now 
known as Palizada Bay, and the lettiug 
of the contract will take place during 
the present month. 

Elective rranchlsa Proteeted. 

Lynchburg, Va., Oct. 10.— In the 
United States district oourt at Abing- 
don yeaterday. Jack Mullins, of Buohan- 
an county, was convicted of intimi- 
dating voters at the precinct in Buchanan 
at the last presidential election, and waa 
sentenced to six months' imprisonment 
in jail and to pay a fine of $500. Thia 
is the first conviction in Virginia nnder 
the federal laws for the protection of 
the elective franchise. 



OHIO OIL. 

Heavy Decrease Inthr Production — Weird 
Nlljht Scenes. 

St. Mary's, Oct. 10.— Your correspond- 
ent has interviewed several prominent 
oil men of this city in regard to the Ohio 
oil fields, and learned that the produc- 
tion this year will fall considerably short 
of that of last year. This ia attributed 
mostly to tne tailing of the Allen an t 
Wood* county fields, while the famoi ■ 
St. Mary's reservoir field, which has the 
past year created a sensation among, oil 
men throught the country, alone saved 
the field from a still heavier decrease, as 
the operations and production in this 
field have been something truly wonder- 
ful. Scarcely a well is being drilled 
near the great reservoir, just west of 
this city, that is not good at from one 
hundred to 400 barrels per day. 

A great sensation was caused, how- 
ever, a short time ago by the drilling in 
of a dry hole on the Blew farm, one of 
the most valuable oil farms in the coun- 
ty, and situated in the very heart of the 
great field. There still remains con- 
siderable undeveloped land, between the 
reservoir and this city, which is being 
held in reserve, as it is owned by the 
Ohio Oil company. The scene along 
the banka of the reservoir at night ia 
one of unusual brilliancy, the ecores of 
gas flambeaus, casting their reflection 
upon the water, making a grand sight. 
The average daily production of the 
Ohio field clone is some 65,000 barrels, 
while runs and shipments are only 
about 28.000 barrels. The Ohio oil now 
Stored in tanks is over 28,000.000 barrels. 

HER NAME WILL BE "RUTH." 

What tile KeWeoBSef at the Cleveland 
Homestead Will be Called. 

New York, Oct. 10.— Ex-Preaident 
Cleveland said yesterday to a reporter of 
The Times in answer to an inquiry re- 
garding the name of the newcomer in 
his house: "We have settled on a name, 
and it ia 'Ruth.' This waa the name of 
Mrs. Cleveland's grandmother, and has 
always been especially liked by her." 

He said further: "In connection with 
the publication of this item, which. I 
hope, will end much apparent curiosity 
on the subject, I desire especially that 
mention be made of the extreme and 
kindly intereata in ua and our child 
shown by good people everywhere 
throughout the country. We have re- 
ceived almost innumerable congratula- 
tions and kind remembrances. From 
the president of the United States and 
from many a humble citizen ha* 3 come 
heartfelt felicitations. All tnis has 
been very gratif \ ing and has been fully 
appreciated, but, since it will be im- 
I>ossible te acknowledge all these mes- 
sages separately, I hope this public) 
recognition will be accepted aa suffi- 
cient."

aide, and the costs agaregate $2,000. 
Waugh, Kemp & Waugh represented 
the defense, while Beauchamp & Mount 
assisted the prosecution. 

Probably r atal Elevator Accident. 

Shelbyville. Ind., Oct. 10.— A seri- 
ous accident occurred Friday morning

Cabinet company. Joseph Shott, fore- 
man; Clint Neeley and Henry Thayer 
were transferring furniture from th<* 
upper story and the elevator broke, pre- 
cipitating the men and cargo thirty-five 
feet below.

Report. 



IMPROVEMENT IN BUSINESS 



From All Part* of Mm WmI and South 
Com* Oood Advloes— The News Re- 
tarding tha ChUf MmMM <• ••■ 
•Idcdly FaTorabl. H. IllU.it Protpscts 
for the Future. 

New York, Oct 10. — R. G. Dun & 
Company's weekly review of trade says: 
From all parts of the west and south 
corns ltd vices that business is gradually 
improving, and the improvement is felt 
at eastern centers. The news regard- 
ing the chief industries is decidedly 
favorable. Cotton has made satis- 
factory progress, and the receipts have 
greatly increased, and the prospect as 
to the yield is better than a week ago. 

The iron industry is more firm in tone, 
and in spit* of the small competition in 
rail making an output scarcely ever 
exceeded seems to be met by the con- 
sumption. The mills manufacturing 
bar iron, plates and structural iron are 
moderately employed, and a slight ad- 
vance appears here for some forms of 
manufactured iron, but rails are very 
quiet. In copper there is uncertainty, 
with sales of lake at 12.35 cents; tin is 
dull at 20. 10 cents, and lead in moderate 
demand. The market for wool is quiet 
at Boston and elsewhere, but sales .ire 
not small, and receipts at the west 
greatly exceed last year's. Worsted 
mills are running at full capacity. 

Boston reports a good business, ample 
supplies of money and more inquiry for 
boots and shoes, with leather selling 
quite freely at full prices. At Philadel- 
phia hardware is fairly active and more 
inquiry is seen for iron; wool is firm 
with less pressure to sell, and boots and 
shoes are selling more freely with fair 
trade in hides and leather. At Cincin- 
nati and Cleveland fair activity is noted, 
and at Chicago trade thus far this year 
exceeds that of all previous years, sales 
of clothing and shoes being large, but 
of dry goods a little less than a year ago. 
The week's receipts of wheat are four 
times last year's, of rye ten times, and 
of wool double, with increase in dressed 
beef and hides, but decrease in other 
articles. 

Trade is improving at Omaha; a' Min- 
neapolis, where lumber advances with 
unprecedented sales and flour mills art- 
fully employed, the output last week 
being the largest on record; at St. Louis 
where the demand for money shows 
strong trade in most lines; at Kansas 
City, where better weather gives steady 
improvements and at Denver. At the 
south the improvement is also general, 
and heavy receipts of cotton are noted 
at Savannah, Charleston, Galveston and 
New Orleans. 

The pause m stock speculation hinders 
the placing of securities for railroad ex- 
tensions and improvements, but is 
nevertheless* healthy. Cotton is slightly 
stronger. On the whole, the outlook 
for industrial progress is decidedly 
stronger. 

The business failures occurring during 
the last seven days throughout the 
country number, for the United States 
240, and for Canada 30, or a total of 270, 
as compared with a total of 230 laHt 
week, and 244 the week previous to the 
last. For the corresponding week of 
last year the figures were 215, represent- 
ing 180 failures in the United States and 
28 in the Dominion of Canada. 

Mine Victim* Buried. 

Pottsville, Pa., Oct. 10.— The burial 
of the five unfortunate victims of the 
Richardson colliery accident took place 
yesterdav. Purcell was interred at Potts- 
ville, and Lawler, Welsh and Clancy at 
Heckscherville, a few miles from the 
scene of the disaster, and Shields at Ma- 
hanoy City. Salmon, whose body was 
in the best state of preservation, will be 
buried at Miuertsville this afternoon. All 
the collieries in the valley were shut 
down. St. Kvran's church, where ser- 
vices were held, could not accominouHii* 
the vast number in attendance, BMfi, 
women and children solemnly joining lu 
the services from the outside. \V hen the 
last riten had been performed at th« 
grave, the vast multitude knelt down and 
offered up prayers in behalf of the vic- 
tims of the disaster. 

lujured In a, fevullnr Manner. 

Ckawfordkvillk, Ind.. Oct. 10. — Miss 
Oakie Hanna, daughter of the late B. W. 
Hanna, and one of die leading society 
young ladies of Crawfordsville, met 
with a peculiar and ilunireroua accident 
yesterday. She was pivku Olrtug with 
friends at Indian ford, u..d. in unit r to 
go wading, donned a pair of rubber 
boots. Some one bad dropped a box of 
matches in one of them, and when M ■- 
Hanna thrust her foot in it tiie whole 
box exploded. Her foot und ankle were 
burned in a terrible manner before she 
could remove the boot. She is suffering 
intensely from the burnB. 

Fatal shooting Affray. 

Nashville, Oct. 10.— William Ama 
cher, a well-known race horse owner 
and trainer, shot and killed PatMilliron. 
picther for the Nashville Maroons, and 
who is also c onnected with race horses, 
last night at W est Side park, this city. 
The trouble is supposed to have oc- 
curred about a woman. Amacher called 
Milliron to the stable door and shot him 
without warning. Amacher formerly 
owned Sally Haganworth and other 
good racers. The murderer has not 
been captured. 

Sad Caae of Suicide. 

English, Ind., Oct. 10.— An exceed- 
ingly sad catie of spicide is reported at 
Petroua. Mrs. Thompson Garrison, 
while suffering with toothache, having 
tried every available remedy, applied 
corrosive sublimate, which only aug- 
mented the torture. Then she swal- 
lowed the contents of the vial, dying in 
a few hours. She leaves five young 
children dependent upon her widowed 
husband, who may shortly die of con- 
sumption. * 

Murderoua Hired Girl. 

Mount Vebnon, O., Oct. 10^— Mrs. 
James Wing was attacked yesterday 
evening by her hired girl, who inflicted 
several wounds on ner head with a 
1 atchet and then fled. The girl, whose 
tiaiue is McGough, has not been found.
